Harringtoti, the courtier 
and godson of Queen Elizabeth, to whom he haa dedicated his 
work, wan letisicrapnlous, and may be pronoDncGd mnch grosaer 
than his original i for Ariosto has at least had the grace,

parcere verbis." 
Wbeieai his first translator has, by a corresponding rhyme, 
indicated that a blank left by him in a stanza of thb canto Is 
to be filled up by a word which would hai-dtf now be fonud in 
tlie most offensive ballad circulated within the liberties of St. 
Giles's. I am led to mention this more especially, because the 
fact seems to throw some doubt on the prevalent opinion, 
that the spirit of the age of Ariosto, and its neighbouring leras, 
was much coarser and more licentious in Italy than in 
England. It is not, however, dedtive of the contrary, and may 
perhaps be considered by some as rather indicative of individual 
than of national character; forcoarseneis was tlie characteristic 
of Harrington, althongh the godson and the courtier of a virgin 
qneen. From this source indeed are derived all his defects 
as a translator; hence the light and often half-veiled pleasautry 
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' or Arioalo h by bim too ofMn breadthened into buSboner}; 
and kHom, In tbe muiB^pi«Dt of which Aiioico is illimitable, 
converted iato arrant slang. His tranaluioii of part of a stanza, 
which is next but one lo ihal to which I have referred, may 
illnatrate what I have eatd.

Leo'B romantic generoeity to Rogero, and iujuHke aod 
cmelt; to hii jailer, will, perhaps, lo manj, hardly seem cod- 
^tmt nith the ehlTalrio character with which Ariosto ha* 
tnvested him; I think, however, to «peak finailiarlr, that the 
poet knew what he woa about, and that the conduct of Leo U 
not to be comiidered as unnaturalj indeed it differs little Trom 
that of the moat chiv^ric of our monarchs upon a tct; me- 
morable occasion. Leo houourt Bad benelils the knight who has 
waged desperate war upon his ^her and himself, and murders 
the burgher-Castellaln, againal every principle of justice and 
humanity. Edward III. degraded, and tbrealrned with death, 
with the appareni inteniloa of executing his threat, six citizens 
of Calais, who had done their duty by assisting In the defence 
of their (own agninaC Mm in legitimate warfare; and afterwards 
honoured and rewarded a troop of knights who treacherously 
Miscked it, and failed in their enterprise; men whose conducl 
might have justified his severest rigour on their blling into bis 

I give the story in the words of Hume ; who hepus by men. 
tioulng the llrsi cruel CDuditioni Imposed by Edward IlL on 
tht surrender of Calids; but obaervea that he mlUgated tbese, 
and " insisted that six of the most considerable citizens ahould 
be sent lo him, to be disposed of as he thought proper; Ibai 
they should come lo lits cam|i carrying Che keya of the city in 
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their hands, bareheaded and barerooied, with ropes abont tlieir 
Decks; and on tliese conditione he promleed lo tpai-e the Uvea 
of at] the remainder. 

" When thU intelligence was coavejei to Calain, it atmeli 
the inhabilaulB with new conBternation. To sacrifice six of 
their frllow-citiiens lo cerlain destniction for signsliiing their 
TBionr in a common cause appeared to them even more severe 
than that general punishment with which they were before 
threatened, and they found themselves inca^iable of coming to 
any resulotiou in so cruel and dlatressfol a situation. At last one 
of the principal iahabitanta, called Enatace de St. Pierre, whose 
name deserrea to be recorded, stepped forth, and declared him- 
aeir willing lo encounter death for the safely of his friends and 
companions; another, animated by his example, made t, like 
generous offer; a tblrdand a fourth presented tbenudfea lo ibe 
same fate, and the whole number was soon completed. Tbew 
six heroic bnrgeases appeared before Edward in the guUe of 
male^lors, Imd at hia feet ihe beys of their city, and were 
oi'deted to he led to execution. It is surprising that so generous 
a prince should ever hare entertained anch a barbarous purpose 
against such men, and still more that he should setioualy per. 
aist iu the resolution of executing it. But the entreaties of hll 
queen saved his memory from tliat infamy. She threw herself 
on her koees before him, aud, with tears in her eyes, begged 
the lives of these citizens. Having obiaiiied her request, she 
carried them into her tetit, ordered a repast to be set before 
tiiem, and, aflei' making Ihera a present of money and clothes, 
dlamiued them in aafety. 

" The king look posaesBion of Calala, and immediately ex^ 
cated an act of rigour more justifiable, becunse more necessary, 
than that which be had before resnlred on. He knew that, 
notwi^ii tan ding hia preteuded title to the crown of France, 
every Frenchmau regarded him as a mortal enemy. He there- 
fore ordered all the iuhabiianti ofCal^ to evacuate the town, 
and he peopled it anew with English ; a policy which probably 
preserved so long to his suoceasors tfae dominion of that im-

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poiiwt fortre«a. lie made it the staple of wool, le*theT, Ua, 
ud lead — tbe fbnr cltief if not (he sole commo^tiN of the 
kingdom for whicli there wu any cansiderable denuuid la 
forttgn markets. Ail the Engliah were obliged to bring thither 
thete goodi ; foreign meicbantt catue to the lame place lu order 
to parcbase them ; and at a period when po*l> were nut eata- 
blblied, and when the commnnicatioD between states was «d 
imperfect, this initilution, thoagh it hurt the oav^ation of 
EnRiand, was probably of advantage to Che kingdam. 

'* Through the mediation of the pope'a legate*, Edward cott- 
elttded a trace with France) but, eten during this cessation of 
ariDi, be liad wrj nearly Imt Calais, the sole fruit of all luj 
boatled tictoriet. The king had intrusted that place to Aimerj 
de Pavie, an ItaUwa, who had ditcorered bravery and conduct 
ID the wBTi, bnt was utterly destitute of every pilndpie of 
honour and fidelity. This mau agraed to deliver up Calus for 
the snm al twenty Iboniaud cromnsi aud Geoffroy de Chami, 
who commanded the French forces in those quarters, and who 
knew that, if be lucceeded In this servh«, he should not be 
diwTowed, Tcatured, without conaoliiug b!i mailer, to conclude 
the bargain with him. Edward, infarmcd of this treachery by 
means of Aimery's secretary, iwumoned the governor to Lon- 
don OK otiter pretences, and, having charged him with the guilt, 
promised bim his life, but on coaditioa that lie would turn 
the contrivance to the destruction qf tlta enemy. The Italian 
easily agreed to thia double treachery. A day was appointed 
Jbr tbe admission of the French; and Edward having prepared 
a force of abont a thousand men, under Sir Waller Manny, 
secretly departed from London, carrying with him the Prince 
of Wales, and, without being suspected, arrived the evening 
befbre at Calais. He made a proper disposition for the recep- 
tion of the enemy, and kept all his forces and the garrison under 
arms. On the appearance of Chami, a chosen band of French 
soldiera was admitted at the postern { and Aimery, receiving 
the stipulated sum, promiaed that, witb their w*l*U<Ke, be 
would immediately open the great gate to tkc iiooft, wbo 
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were waitiog wilh imiMKieuce for tbe fuUilUug of liia eD);agfr' 
niFDt. All (be French who eatered were immediMely ilaia or 
taken priaanera. The great gaie opened ; Edward roshed 
forth with cries of battle and of victory. Tbe French, ibongh 
astoDiahed at (he ereol, behaved witb valour. A fierce and 
bloody engagenent ensued. Ag the maroiDg broke, the king, 
who was not diatiuguiahed by bil armB, and who fought as 
a private man under Ibe iiaadard of Sir Waller Manny, re- 
marked a French gentleman, called Eualace de Kbanmoat, who 
exerted bimself with aingular vijtour and bravery, and he waa 
aeUed with a desire of trying a aingle combat with him. He 
stepped forth from big troop, and, chuilen^ug lUbauinoQt by 
name (fcv he waa iiuonnjohim), began a sharp and dangerooi 
enconnter. He waa twice beaten to the ground by (he valonr 
of the Frenebman. He twice recovered himself. Biowi were 
redoubled with equal force on hotb sides. The victory wa* 
long undecided, till Rlbaumont, perceiving himself to be left 
almott alone, called one to bis antagonist, ■ Sir Knight, I yield 
myself your prisoner,' and at the same time delivered bi| 
sword to the king. Most of the Freneli being overpowered 
by numbers, and intercepted in their retreat, lost either tbelr 
lirea or tbeir liberty. 

" The French officers who had fallen into the bands of tb« 
English were conducted into Calais, where Edward discovered 
to them the antagonist with whom they had the honour to be 
engaged, and treated tbem with great regard and courtesy. They 
were admitted to sap with the Prince of Walea and the Engllitt 
nolHlity; and, after aupper, the king himself came into the 
aiMrlnMDt, and went aboot conversing familiarly with one or 
other oi hla prisoners. He even addressed himaelf to Cbaral, 
and avoided reproacliing him in too aevere terms with the 
treaebeioiu attempt which he had made upon Calais during

-Sncb is the text of Hume, who, after telling the story thus 
conAdencly, -throws a donbt upon Edward's oouduct towards 
tlie sis cltiEeus ef Calais in M« notes, and observes, that it 
rests upon the sole anthority of Froissart. As to this ob- 
jection, I should say that, judging frtnu internal evidence, it 
wonld be difficult to find « more hmiest chronicler. But if 
Froissart ia to be suspected of partiality, he is more to be sus- 
pected of leaning towards Edward, who is the liero of his tale, 
timn of depreciariug bis character. 

Another mode uf explaining the thing, and more worthy of 
consideration, has been suggested as well by Hume as hy a 
dlstingnlshed modem historian ; to wit, by the supposition that 
the punishmeDt of tbe burghers was never intended, but threat- 
tined ouly with a view of striking terror, and that their pardon 
at the intercesuou of Phillppa was a measnre pre-concerted 
and acted for stage-eBect. This iv^nious supposition is, how- 
ever, gratnitous, and (what Is more) ia, as 1 think. Inconsistent 
With the rircumstances vf the story. For it was useless to 
strike terror Into the inhabliants of CaliUs, which Edward was 
about to dispeople for bis future secnHtj; and if we coidd 
suppose that he thought of striking terror Into any other cities 
which he might hereafter cooqaer (and he was then about to 
^scoDtlnne the war), tfae sentence executed upon the whole 
population of Calais was more likely to produce such an effect 
than the threatened punisbment of half a doien of ber miuii- 
«ipalit)'. For myself, I think tbe anlhority of Froissart snf- 
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nEieal to eaiabtish (he ful; and I see nothing in ihe alory 
which should reasonably sl&rtle belief. We Hre too apt to be- 
lieve in the regular and consistent inSaence of the beautt/ul 
ideal of rJi'iFalry upon the epli-il oftfaose who pvofcaKd it, and. 
Instead of recnrring to more anthentic soarcei of information, 
take this purely from the old roniBncen or [what is mm^h more 
questionable) from their echoes — from Ihe 



In tbeageof chiralry, whicliisinqoestioD, the debased con' 
dItioD of the middling uid lower orders of society procured - 
them little or very aocerlaiu sympathy &om their eaperior*. 
I suspect that Edward looked upon Ihe beroisai of the cilizeni 
of Calais reiy much as n generous Turk may be supposed to 
hare looked upon any similar act of lirtue displayed by a band 
of Candiots or RomcHuts during tlie late Greek insurrection; 
aud if the feelinga of the chivalrick Edward ill. were such as L 
coDceiTe, were they not very similar to those whieli in a much 
more civilized age actuated the liberal aud generous Williaoi III. 
when he expressed bimaelf coutempiuously upon the death of 
a ciTiliau volunteer wlio had fallen fighting for his country i 
Edward, who honoured valour in knights, panii>hed it in burghers 
as a quality presumptuous aud misplaced: and Is uot this, in 
truth, the spirit nher^n William III., who would havehononred 
such a death in a military man, contemplated the death of the 
civilian.' for why should he bave sought to take all dignity from 
bU catastrophe, but because he thought that to aspire to " fight 
nations' battles an<l be crowneil with honour" was Impertinent 
in one that was not bred a soldier? He cousidered military 
courage in a citizen, as a fine lady wciuld consider personal 
delicacy in a scavenger; and this is the key to the supposed 
inconsistency of Edward, and Arloato may be aaid to have 
painted Leo from the tire. 

From thus queltioning the coDslslency of the chlvalrich 
virtues, of the practical effects of which, I think, Ariotto had 
a very accurate notion, I am far from raeauiog to draw a general 
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toferetice mnftin>iirsblB to the code of chiTBlrj ; for If Its pro- 
fewon did not always act op lo l» Ideal of perTection, the re- 
proach which il made to them may be eiteuded to the prole>w>n 
of eTCrj code that ig, nai, or ever will be. ChlTalrj wa» 
auaredly the dar-ilar of the dark ages od which it dawited; 
and Iti lait gllmnim yet gild the ndgaritka of the happier but 
hotaelier maa which hare mcceeded them.

He speaks with that oi certain news, which uy 
' How good Rf^ero's jailer was found dead, 
' The prison broke and priBoner away :' 
Of what became of him was nothing said. 
— Towards the city by a secret way 
(Nor was his visf^ aeen) Rogero sped. 
He, on the following morning, and hia friend, 
Leo, to Charles's court together woid. 

LII. 

To Charlea'a ooort he wends; the bird he bore 
Of g(dd with its two heads — of crimson hue 
Its field — and that same vest and ensigns wore. 
As was erewhile devised between the two; 
And such as in the listed fight before 
His bruised and battered armour was in shew-

Harrinoton has left oui the firit fifteen siauzai of this canto. 
Hoole apparently undertook ihem, with the inteution to do 
what he could with them, and, where he was puzzled, to 
" skip and go on." My first dispoailion, on nuderiaking this 
work, was in all euch paesa^ea Co adopt what liaa been done by 
HarriogtoDj but I chaaged my mind upoaasecond consideration 
of the eabject. In this I was influenced by more reasons than 
one. la the first place I observed that ciTcuuistancel in lome 
descriptioDi, like thai before ua, often threw light on aome- 
thing in others. Thus in canto iii, stanza 56. referring to the 
Cardinal Ippolito d'Esw, 

La cui fiorila eti vuole il ciel giaslo, 

Ch' abbia an Uaron, come an altro ebbe Angusto, 

To whose glad xra haih indulgent Heaven 
A Maro with a new Augnstue given, 

the Engliab reader, unleaa more than usually couversant with 
the biography of those times, understands Ariosto as guilty 
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of a monttruui piece of self-conceit, in deeignaling himtelf bjr 
Man as Angaataa bj Alphonso of Eate. The thirteenth 
itllDiB, however, of the present canto Ecems lofree him from such 
B anspidon, making it clear Ihal he simply referred la Andrew 
Maro (jindrta Afttront) a poet, living under the prot«clioli of 
the House of Este, and here classed by him with fida and 
inanf other distioguished peraoQa. Now if thia obsemtion 
appliea to alJ Ariosto'a gallerlea of portraits, many of the 
orlgiiiali of which, bating their rank and riches, cannot cer- 
tainly deserve the attention of any age but their own, bow 
much iBoie desei-viDg of regard ll the grou|) before as, con- 
sisting of tlie wila and learned men who shed their splendor ou 
the age of the Medici! Beaidea this consideration, 1 observed 
that there were generally many beamles scattered thioitgh the 
CBlal<qu(-8 of peraona which the poet baa given ua, and I 
thought ll a pily to throw away sand when graina of gold were 
contained in it. Thus la «taaza Iv. canto iii. we hare as fine 
a burst of martial music as is often to be heard in the 
Furivto. 

Cnsiui fixk col senno e con la lancia, 
Ch' avr^ 1' onor ne i campi di Romagna 
D' aver dalo a t' esercilo di Francia 
La gran vittoria eoniraOiulio e Spi^na. 
Naoteranao i destrier sin a la pancla 
Nil eangae uman per tulla la campagna; 
Ch' a sepetlire U popol verri roanco, 
Tedcaco, Greco, Ispano, ttalo, e Franco. 

'Tia he who that hie wisdom and his lance 
Shall win the praise, that in Romagnan plain 
He opena to the chivalry of France 
Tlie victory over Julius leagued with Spaiu. 
Girth-deep iu human gore sliall ateeds advance 
Where gravea ate insufficient for the slain. 
Which everywhere on that wide champ^gn reek, . 
Italian, Spaniard, German, Frank, and Greek. 
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We bave again a beautiful luMtBlion of Ylrgtl** Imlta ne 
giuBre laortiTaiTi theuaaetsutto: but it ia unnecessary to mnllipty 
illuMralioiiB. At any rate, the reader will not think, I imagina, 
ibat I bare made Tereions of such parts of tbe Furiato, as 
tboie to wbich 1 bare alladed, for my own plrasore, unleu he 
be one of tbose who finds amusement la nutyiug a knot, or in 
re-packing dolhes in a trtmk of the same dimenaiona as tbat 
in which ihey were before coulaiued. 

Most indeed must admit (hat 1 have bere (ax in olber similar 
cases) nndertaken a painful a> well as an Dugrateful task. 
Nor was it a lesa an|iroGtabte labour lo Arioito, us tt wonld 
appear. Ugo Foscolo ouce lold me thai, bo ill was his praise 
appredated at the time, that some of those commemorated in 
this canto were indignant at having been mentioned by bim. I 
do not know on wlial he foonded (his statement, nnleas be 
inferred it from tbe conduct of one who has repaid Ariosto's 
praise with censure, or «poke from a confnsed remembrance of 
letters of other worthies which 1 sball cite ; but (however this 
may bej Ariosto certainly displeased, and in one instance at 
kaat made a bitter enemy, by his umistians. This was tbe 
famous critic Sperooe Speroni, not mentioned in (be present 
catalogue, who writes thus to Bernardo Tasso ; — " The poem 
of Ariosto may be likened to a womau, who bas few realljr 
beautiful features, and ia pleasing tbrongh a cerlaiu je ne laU 
quel, which makes her only recommendation ; and perhaps that 
je ne laU qaat which we feel and acknowledge in him is none 
of his own, but Imrrowed. That is to say, the Inventiou and 
dispoelilou of his work, together with the names of the knights, 
wei'e Ail, whom be has not deigned, (or, to speak more pro- 
perly,] has not dared, to name, fearing le<<t the world ahonld find 
out tbat be bad doaebyBoiardo as Mariano did by Gryphon; and 
wboerer donbia this may go and hear tbe miserable screech of 
Are or six caotos which he has set up, and in which he has 
wretchedly stopt short, becauae he liod no other dependence 
than that weak and worthless wind of his wbich breathed 
through them. He bat died more like a goose than a swan," &c. 
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A curious contrast l« this letter h to be found in another 
from B niDch more diaiiogulsfacd persoD, the tamone Mnchiavel, 
whom (strange to ssf Aria«to has alao omitted in his list of 
diatingaishcd friends. In Ihis letter, addressed to Alamanai [n 
1517, he says, " I have laiclj read Arlosio's Orlando Fvrioio, 
and reallj the poem is beautiful Ihroaghout, and in maoj' 
places admirable. If lie is nliere you are, commend me to 
bim, and tell blm, 1 only grieve that, having recorded so manf 
poets, be should pot have given me a place as. one; and that 
he has done by me in his OHando tvhat 1 will not do hf him in 
taj Ooldeo Asa." Machiavel, however, has neither mentioned 
Arlosto nor *oy one else in bis Golden Ass, having been pro- 
bably deietred from doing so hy the objections which, npou 
conHideratlon, offered themselrei to such a prAcricr. 

These are well put In a tetter from Bernardo Tasso, himself 
Damed in this canto, to Andrea Gallo. " Hearen pardon 
Ariaslo," lie aayn, " who by the ioiroducdon of this abuse 
into poemi has obliged those who wnle after him to fnllon in 
his steps. He dwells to much upon ibe thing, and will make 
menlioD of m man^, that he wearies us." 

Tlie objection of Bernardo Tasso will necessarily have yet 
greater force with the modern reader, who wilt take less 
interest In Ihis catalogue; for it must be confessed that out of 
those who figure Id It there are some who dn not seem to 
have deserved their place ; and who indeed, but for this mention 
of them, would be unknown to posterity. There is, however, 
QOthiog in this that should occasion us surprise ; for sympa- 
thising, as every one does more or less with the opinions of 
those by whom he is surrounded, who can be an impartial 
judge of colemporary merit? But if present pr^se is never 
a security for posthnmons fame, it must have been yet less so 
in the case of many of those eulogized by AriosCo, who-were 
of all poets the most ephemeral, to wit, inyiropawoturi. MaS^I, 
the author of Ibe Storia della Letleratura Itatiana, says, " I am 
of opinion that these poets pleased from being accustomed to 
accompany tbetr verses with the lute, singing them extempo- 
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rarilf. HoTT otherwise ran we account for Ihe excmh-e 
applanse bestowed upon Beroardo Accolli ?"— «oe of the 
worthies celebrated lu this canto. — " He was orerwhelmed 
. with racomtnms in )be court of Urbino, where he sighed for 
the ducheas, at may be gathered from a letter of Bembo. 
He liTed to enjoy Ihe munificence of Leo X. ; and when it wag 
runionred that be was about to recite his rerses, the shops 
used to he shut; and (he most learned men crowded to hear 
him: hul considering one of his triplets, which was the wonder 
of (he court of Leo, [ find nothing in it but a thought for 
which he was indebted to scripture, and that expressed with- 
out elegance." 

E was disposed to do by these persons in my notes what 
I have doue with respect to other cotemporarics celebrated 
by Ariosto; that is to say, to use such notices of them as 
had been furnished by Hoole, correcting his sins of omission 
and coDimiEsioD as I could. Bat when I came to examine his 
<WiDmentary upon this canto, 1 fuund such a task impossible, 
from his ulter confusion of places and persons. A single exam- 
ple of this may suffice. Not knowing thsi^lrelino simply means 
' of or belonitiiig to Arezzo,' (a mistake, however, in which it 
mnst he confessed that he has many companions) he has con- 
fonnded the l/nico Btmardo Accolti Arelmo lately mentioned 
with the infamous Pietro Aretlno, though the two persons are 
separately commemorated by Arioslo in the same page. Under 
such circumstances, 1 thonght there would be less trouble in 
writing a commentary myself than in adempting to correct 
one which appeared to be incorrigible. I fuund, however, 
(hat I was utterly incompetent to the tasli ; for the execution 
vf which I hare in consequence resorted to my friend Mr. 
Panlzzi, of (he LOQdon University, who has fnrnished me with 
the following notes. But nolwiihstaoding his learniug and 
industry, well proved by his eieellent work on the romantic 
narrative poetry of (he Italians, some of the names of those 
celebrated have escaped even his reHearches. I am, however, 
disposed to consider these as flies preserved in amber.

He waa 
elected bishop of Foligno bj the latter of Ihete popei. Arlcato

" GiAMPiETBO or (as Le was called afterwarda} Pibbio 
Valgrmni was an adherent of the Medici. He eojofed. 
the fuToai of Leo X., waa elected professor of literature by 
Clement VII., and then trusted with the education of IppoUto 
and Alexander de' Medici, two pupils who did not great credit 
to their masters. Pierio was a good historian, an elegant Latin 
poet, and a very learned man. 

" Mabco Giholaho Vida, bishop of Alba, whose poem* 
ChritUadot, Scacchia Lvdut, An Pottica, Bombicei, are loo 
well known to require any praise. He was called Firgiltiu 
redtviButi and. If anf thing, he may be sud to have been ex- 
cessively Virgilian. His generous dispositiim rendered him Tery 
popular among the pour of his dioceas. 

" Mabco Musuko of Creln (whom Ariaato calls Musnn in 
his satire addressed loBembo], a pupil of John Lascati; a man 
of eztensire learning, professor at the nnlTertity of Padns, and 
archlMBhop of Malmsia. A few Latin epigrams only hai« 
sDTvlTed him. Erasmus says that he was ' Latinie linguES usque 
ad miiacalnm doctns : qnod rti nlli Qneco contigii.' 

" Giovanni Lascahi of Constaatinople fled to Italy on tbe 
conquest of (hat city by the Turks, and was educated at Padua. 
HIb esteusive iearnlag and amiable character rendered him a 
favourite of Lorenzo U H^nlAco, Leo X., and Charies Vni., 
as well as Francis I. of Franee. 

" Andub* Nataoero, not the hlatorian of Venice, whow 
work was published by Muratoii, R. I.S., nil. 23d, bat a learned 
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man, secODd to none In taste and elegaace in his Latin versu, 
and who died at Blola In Fnnre on Ihe 6th of Maj, 1529. 
He detested bo much Martial'a poetry that he aacrificcd ererj 
jear to Valcan a copy (some lay laom) of bis epigranu. Sii 
lines of ihls aathor m^j trrre as a flivoiirable spedmeD of bii 
Latin poetry.

The same historian, to give ns an idea of the 
manner in which Marone made his extemporary Tersei, uses the 
following words : — * Fidibus et cantu musas iavocat ; et qunm 
umul conjectam in nnmeros meatem alacriore splrllu inflaverit, 
tania tI in torrentis modnm cancitatua ft-nur, ut fortuufi et subl- 
tarilB tractla ducia, mullom ante prorisa et medilala carmina 
vldeantur. Canenti defiit ezardent ocnli, audorea msDant, 
venEE contumescant, et, quod mirum est, erudits aures, tarn- 
qnam allenie ac intentie omnem impetnm proflnentam nnmero- 
rum eiactiaalmli ratloae ntoderantur.'

He was seci-etary to Isabella d'Eile, 
Marchioness Oonzaga of Mauloa, of whom Arlosto makn • 
splendid panegyric, canto im. st.59, et seq., to ber husband 
Francis, and lo her bod Frederick, with whom Mario was be- 
sieged in Paria. Calcagaiai describes him as ' tnauQ strennatu, 
lingua diierlnm, Ingenio claritsimum.' 

" PiBTRO Arbtino. Tbe basest and most Impadenl wretch 
Ihat erer liied, with neither talents nor hononr. He called 
himself ' dlviuo' aud ' flagello de' priucipi,' but nope erer flat- 
tered them more barefocedly. He attacked In tbe most scur- 
riloos manner all those from whom he had nothing to fear. He 
took his name from Arezzo, his native piace, being a bastard. 
His father was, it Is said, Luigi BaccL Tbe following epitaph 
was considered appropriate to hia merits :

He lired at Ferrara, aa 1 
learn from BaiidcUo, iu the Benia: of Ippalita Sforza, meDtioned 
above, Btauza 4. Giovio pr^aea bim as a good Latin poet. —

" N[ccoLO Leoniceno, a diatinguisbed phyildao, of great 
learniDg, an elegant wrilerofLalin vereet, when young, and of 
a most pnre life. He was one of the fiist who dared to qaestioQ 
tbe autborily of Pliny, aud died, 96 years old, at Ferrara, 
Id IbM. 

"OiovANNi Minardi (nolMainardi, as is erroneonsly printed 
in all Arioslo's editlous), a phytician of nole. He travelled 
much, aud waa one of (lie first who boldly appealed to reaaon 
and observation inetead of autbotity, aa may be seen from tbe 
first of hia Epitlolamm Medidnallum, already quoted. Cal- 
eagnini wrore to Eraamua that he was ■ lir Gneei el Latla^ 
doctiBsimas. Scripsit plarima digna inimonalitate ; sed vir 
miniine ambiliosua ca uondum pubhlieam luateriam fecit: hoc 
Bnperslite, minus Leoaiceaum de^lderaiuns.' 

" Brnedetto Taoliacasne, or Teochbno (as he cliose lo 
call liiniaelf^, was named tutut to the aon of Francis T. ofFraoce, 
who appointed him to the bishopric of Grasae. Teocreno had 
Spnliea slightly of Eraanins; and hereerte may understand why 
Olivariua called hlni a pedant. He generally U considered lo 
hare been a learned man. 

" Celio Calcagnini, a learned man, but an affected wriier, 
highly esteemed by Erasmna. Before Copernicus published hia 
astronomical system in 1543, Calcagnini published a book to 
demonatrate ' quod caelum stct, terra autem moreatnr.' Having 
followed the cardinal of Bate to Hnngary, he was appointed 
professor of literature at Ferrara ou his retarn j whllM Arioslo, 
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nbodidnot like to go, lost Iil> emlaeiice'B good gncM. [d the 
latire kddreued to A. Arioeto and Bagno, qnoled aboie, the 
poet TcUtei It himself, and add>, that he rarea not for the car- 
dinal prefeirlng Haroue and Celio to liim. Calciiftiiini 1i also 
pitied above, caalo slit, stanza 90. These reaaons make me 
think that it wm Celio CaJcagnini, and not Celio Richer! from 
Rovigo, who took like name of Cello Rodigino, a learned man 
alio then Uvlng, of whom Arioslo speaka here. Thin Celio had

" Bbrmabdo Capello, a Veaelian nobleman, and a pupil 
ofBembo. He was iniquUousl;han1t)ied b^ ihe Council of X. on 
accountof bis fteedomofapeecti in the aeoate^^' uunjquani Huspl- 
catnlj'as >Ery properly E^nazlo says, ' ut in liberlclvltate, nimia 
llbertas sibi offlcere poiaet.' He went to Rome, where he was 
very well received by Cardinal Famese, and died an exile. His 
lytic poetry is excellent. He was a poet, not a timid imitator 
of Petrarca. Oiovio meDtions a Carlo Capello of whom I never 
heard; and perhaps it la a mistake in the name: — 'Carolnm 
Capelliuin nobjlem Venelum, qai OiscJ ctiam profedt, genero- 
sam poetatu evadere perepicimns.' 

" PiETmo Bbmbo, a Venetian, wboae family ranked among 
the rery firat of that prond repablic. He was a learned and 
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accomplished man, of&liiud and amikblediBptuitloD. He wrote 
the moet C^ronian Latin, and bis name etanda yerj high In 
the annals of Italian literature. He deserrea more credit for 
tbc patronage which he granted to literature than for his own 
works. He was, with Sadolelo, secretary to Leo X. ; and to this 
excellent coUeagae be owed his cardinaliblp, as it wax only by 
his intercesiloii that Paul IIL was induced (o pass over Bembo's 
Jnrenile lerities. He was then bishop, first of Onhbio, and 
afterwards of Bergamo. Capello and Bembo were mentioned 
abore, canto iizrii. stanza 8; and Bembo again, canto zUi. 
stanza 86. To him Ariosto addressed (he satire which begins 

' Bembo, io Torrri com' & 11 comao deslo; 
and also a verf cnrions and interestiog Latin elegy, b^inning 
' Me taciturn perferre tnne peccata puellEs?' 
" GabfarObizzi, afriend of Bembo, who addressed to him 
bis 56th sonnet, praising his poetry. 1 do not know whether 
he was the one who married Ginevra Malatesta, mentioned 
abUTe, stanza 5. 

" GiBOLAHO Fkacastoko, whose name is well known as 
that of a man who In his Latin poem Dt Morbo OalUco vied 
with Virgil. Fracasioro was, moreover, a great physician, loo- 
logiit, astronomer, and geographer. He is said tuhave been the 
first to Dse a kind of telescope to observe cbe slars. He was 
highly respected and esteemed by all those who knew him for 
bis kind and generous disposition. 

" AaoKTiHO Bbvazzano, or Beazzano, a great fHend of 
Bembo, who introduced him to Leo X., by whom be was pa* 
tronised. He was an Indi&rent Italian poet, but wrote very 
el^aat Latin verses. 

" Tbifoh Gabmrllo, of a patrician ftmily of Venice, is 
celebrated u a learned and upright man. Of him was s^d by 
Valiero, his conntryman, 'Gabriels hmilia VeaetaiD Socratem 
peperisie ezistimatnr TrTphouem.' Speroui, alluding to this 
surname, says, ■ Che a gulsa di Socrste aou iacrisse mai cosa 
alcuna.mainsc^RvaciLkchesapevB.' Asonnetofhis toBembo, 
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which ii printed, giva a ver; poor opinion of hit poetical ta- 
kuta. Bernardo Tusoconfeuea himielfhighlr indebted to his 
Buggeatious regpectiDg bis poem Amadigi. 

" BBRHAftDO Tasso, father of Torqnato; ■ rilMiogaiithed 
Ijric poel, peculiarly soft and iw«et, and the aolhor of a 
roroaaeeqoe poem, The Amadigi, la 100 caDtoH, in which he 
tried togurpass Arioslo. Although he Jailed in this, the work 
li full of poetiy. llie Furian, The Innemoralo, The Mor- 
gante, and He Amadigi, are the beat poems of this clasH. 
The fliM and last diilant ' longo Interralla' no doubt." —

" NiccoLO TiErOLO, of a patriciao family of Venice, was 
honoured by Pope JuKns II., wlio conferred upoo him the degree 
of doctor with bia owo hands, aa, according to Bembo, in a 
letter to (he duchess of Feriara, the famous Lucrezia Borgia, 
he had given proofs 'd'essere il pifi ralenle diaputante e lilosofo 
ehe per arveiitura in Italia o^ sia.' Glovio wrote, ' Floret Ve- 
netlis pulcherrlmonim carminum laade lUuatri ac elaboratua 
Teupolns.' 

" NiccoLO AHANto (not Ammanio, as it ia erroneousljr 
plinted in ail modern Arioato's edilions) ia mentioned b; 
Bandello in bia first novel, who calls him * dotto Dottore e 
BOBvisslmo poela;' and Olovio praised in him ' ptessani et 
florid um dicendl genns,' 

" Antonio Fulqoso, or Frbooso, or Campofrboobo, of 
a patrician tiimily of Oenoa, and whose relation, Federigo 
Folgoso, nag mentioned in so rriendlf and playful a manner by 
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Arlosto, cantoxlii. 8taDza20. Aatonio wrote some LAtlDverBea 
now fargolten, and was gnrDamed FUertmo, on account of his 
fondoeas of Beclusion, 

" Giovanni Fbahcbsco Valebio, an Ule^llmaie son of 
a nobleman of the patriciau family Valerio of Venice. He was 
a prelate, and was put to death as a tc^tor to hla republic, for 
having bribed the secretaries of the aenate, and commnnicated 
thesecrets of the state to the Turks. A volume of tales which. 
he wrote was never published, and I consider it fortunate 
for young readers, as one may deduce from the SC017 of Fiam- 
metia the merit of which Arlosto attributes to him.-Tfiee canto 
zsvii. stanza 137, aod canto xzviii, stanza 78. Giovlo praises 
him as a poet 1 ' Valerius cum in rersis tarn in amatoriis dis- 
sertatlonibns elegans, acntus, salsus.' He was a favourite with 
the great and the literati his cotemporaries. 

" PiBTRo Bakionano, a poet, of whom Oiovio st^d, ' Laa- 
datur .... Barennianus e Brixlft ati circa mscriptns, snarls, et 
floiidns.' Why be kept aloof from the ladies, ' not to he sUll 
a martyr to their charms,' may be learned from Fomari."— 
Fanizzi.

It is remarkable that Arioato, 
lirioe at the court of Ferrara, eonld so nob!]' frake PIo, who 
appears in have been a great fHehd of Ms. To him is addresised

He wrote 
tclosaet, Mnne describing the life ajid costnmes of shepherda, 
some of fishermen ; — but we must remember he spoke of fisher- 
men in the Bay of Naples. He was equal to Vida, and some 
even say to Fracastoro in hia Latin poems, of which that De 
farlu Virginlt is the most celebrated, and very justly so. He 
died in 1530, and his sepulchre not being far from that of 
Vii^l, Bembo wrote oa him the following epitaph ;.—

" Annibal Malaouzii, from Reggio in Lonibardy, wliere 
the fomily still exists, was Ariosto's first coasia, since Daria, 
sister of Valeilo Malagnzzt, was (be poet's mother. He was 
an intimate friend of Arlosto, who addressed to him the satire, 
' Poi che Annibale intendere vdoI come ;' and the other, ' Da 
tntti gli altri amici, Annibal, odo.'
